The 
ordinary annual income of the Municipal Board.is about Rs. 2,00,000. Out:of this 
sum the Board has devised a plan to save Rs. 94,000 to meet the new expenditure. 
Such a large saving can only be supposed to be effected by reducing the expenditure 
on the repairs of roads, lanes, &c., and thereby allowing them to fall into as disgrace- 
ful a condition as those of Lucknow have been. ‘The octroi has been increased, and it 
will yield an additional sum of Rs. 60,000.a year. An equal amount is expected to 
be realized from the assessment of the water-rate on the rental values of the houses, 
This tax is levied with great severity.
